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.KING FERDINAND OF ROUMANIA 


? King Ferdinand of Roumania lasted 
longer than his physicians and the world 
Expected. He had a strong will and it did 
jiot surrender easily even to that un- 
conquerable foe. cancer. With the king's 
death a regency is set up for the child heir 
'to the throne, the son of Crown Prince 
Carol and Princess Helene of Greece. 
Brince Carol renounced the succession a 
few years ago for romancing and his re- 
iiunciation was accepted by parliament. 
J^erdinand had hoped the trouble could 
be patched up and his son's rights re- 
stored, but Carol's conduct forbade it. and 
it is well for Roumania it did. This is too 
idvanced an age to draw kings from 
Irife deserters and actress chasers. Men 
of substance and brains and integrity are 
needed. To Ion Bratiano. Roumania's 
^strong man" is given the credit for sav- 
ing the country from Carol, for he has 
6pposed his restoration and has taken 
•prompt steps to prevent his return. It is 
Ilso to be said in Queen Marie's behalf 
•mat she has ranged herself uncom- 
promisingly against her wayward son. 
i "Ferdinand was a queer contradiction. 
Possessing strong will power and much 
resolution on certain phases of his imper- 
ial -rights, he nevertheless was easily 
itandled by both the queen and Rou- 
ipania's political leaders. He had to suffer 
•tie humiliation of Roumania's 
entering 


lihe world war on the side of the allies, 
Notwithstanding he was a Hohenzollern 
and his sympathies were with the central 
powers. He lived to sec practically all au- 
ifiority taken from his hands and exer- 
cised b}" those about him. with his consort 
wielding the real influence in internation- 
al relations. Nevertheless, Ferdinand was 
a ,benign ruler, labored assiduously for 
the betterment of his nation, and 
its 


jfcople and was beloved by his subjects. 


j Some observers of Roumanian affairs 
spem to think Queen Marie's hand will 
still play a controlling part in the gov- 
ernment's foreign policies, while of course 
in (domestic affairs the Bratianos will be 
absolute masters. Their power was reaf- 
firmed at the last general election by an 
overwhelming vote. The crisis that last 
yjear was expected to follow the death of 
Ferdinand over the succession was dis- 
counted long ago by Carol's behavior, and 
tfie transition is made calmly and without 
incident. Carol is definitely out of the pic- 
ture. and Roumania is to ne congratulat- 
ed. It should find fresh strength and prog- 
ress in the new regime. Its greatest prob- 
lem is not the amancemcnt of domestic 
welfare but to keep out of Balkan dissen- 
tions and to maintain its prestige in eas- 
tern European politico. 


SING SING'S WARDEN LOOKS 


AT LIFE 


The warden of Sing Sing prison, hav- 


ing presided over some 30.000 convicts 
and having seen over 100 of them get the 
death sentence, should rightly be a pessi- 
mist of deepest hue. but 'tis not so. 


Casting a speculative eye over the flow- 


er beds of his domain, the warden has 
given out in formal interview an un- 
equivocal endorsement of life just as it is. 


Why the warden chose one of the^hot-_ 


test days of the year to start this meta- 
physical controversy is hard to under- 
stand, for when the mercury hovers near 
the century mark it is no time to wax 
philosophical. Be these reasons what they 


may. 
the warden has put the issue on the 


table for the world at large in plenary 
session to discuss. 
f 
The warden is no sentimentalist. 
He 


sticks to cold facts to prove his hypothe- 
sis. "Life."'* says-he in beginning, "is 
growth and action, while death is stagna- 
tion and decay." 
_ Unassailable axioms 


these, beyond all fault-finding. "Life at 
best is short." he s3ys. True again, but 
hardly original. The argument doesn't 
seem to be'leading into paths-or pastures 


new. 
Looking further, the meat of the 


whole thing- is discovered: "Life is worth 
living as a sporting proposition, if for no 
other reason." 


Here is philosophical beefsteak for 


the thinkers to chew on at meal times and 
pick out of their teeth at leisure. Life is a 
sporting proposition, a game, a dare- 
Twenty-three years with the seamy side 
of life have brought the warden to this 
conclusion. Life to those of the warden's 
belief is not something to be lived for 
future glory, but a thing to be lived for 
its thrill of the present. 


What life really is all about has been a 


source of argument since the human race, 
began. That the warden of Sing Sing has 
found the answer in his "Life is a sport- 
ing proposition." is open to grave doubts. 
The churches, material evidences of the 
belief in life for a hereafter, a future re- 
ward and a future punishment, are still 
thriving in spite of the ravages of wrong- 
doing and the pestilences of perfidy.

A DANGEROUS PRECEDENT 


IN NAMES 


A New England railroad, establishing 


two new crack trains, has announced that 
the locomotives hauling these limiteds 
will be given names. One of the engines 
•will be called "Paul Revere."' and the oth- 
er will be called "William Dawes. Jr.," 
thus for the first time giving e'qual honor 
to the two heroes who spread the news 
that the British were going to march on 
Lexington. The locomotives will further- 
more be gorgeous things done up in buff 
and blue, colors of the formal revolution- 
ary uniform. 


All this is a pretty thought, and the 


country at large will rejoice that railroad 
officials are poets enough to correct the 
-unfortunate blunder of Longfellow, who 
in liis poem gave honor only to Revere, 
while Dawes remained an unsung hero 
until one of his descendents rose to na- 
tional fame and made the world give 
glory where glory wasjong overdue. 


It is. however, establishing a dangerous 


precedent. If all the locomotives of the 
country are to be given names, and if the 
names are made as unpronounceable as 
the names put on most Pullman cars, we 
are due for a terrible bout of tongue 
wrestling. While there is yet time. let the 
plea be made that all locomotives be 
christened with the stark simplicity of 
Dawes and Revere.

Kuckiiijr. Dr. Ktchard.*>on. with whom I am usual! 
careful to ,-u:ice. is not M> careful about agrccln 
with me. He carefully, it seems to me. omits froi 
his article any Miggc&tton of punishment as a mcar 
of correcting this bad habit. 1 do not openly ac 
cuse 
him of taking this position for the exprc;- 


purpose of leaving me in this embarrassing position 
but the facts are plain: For years I have been a< 
vocatins: gentle tlappinpr-of the offending hand b 
the mother whenever .she catches the child at th 
naughty trick. Onlv once in his article docs £> 
Richardson mention punishment, and then he says 
"It is of no moie use to shame him. to arcuc wit 
him or to tnmKh him than it i* to attempt to cui 
a drug addict by mere detention, or to set "rid o 
antisocial tendencies in the adult offender by mere 
ly imprisoning or otherwise punishing- him." 


I disagree flatly and cordially with all that, 


believe a mere jail sentence at hard loafing: cure 
some antisocial tendencies, and I believe sevei 
punishment, in some cases 
capital 
punishment 


cures some Braver crimes. 
^However, these are Dr. Richardson's 
opinion 


we're talking about, and Dr. Richardson knows hi 
onions. He suggests elbow cuffs as the first rcsoi 
when the simple removal of the thumb from th 
mouth fails to mo the habit in the bud. These el 
bow cuffs are made of cardboard rolled into a cyl 
inder and held in that shape by paper clips. Sucl 
a cuff is placed on each arm over the shirt sleev 
and under the dress sleeve, and is kept from slip 
ping: down by turninsr the shirt sleeve up over the 
lower edse, like a cuff. The armpits keep the cuf 
from sliding up. The cuffs should be loose enousl 
to avoid binding-, but tight enough to prevent bend 
ing of the elbows to permit the fingers to reach the 
mouth. Such cuffs cause do discomfort after the 
first awkwardness passes. Nor can they do an> 
harm if kept on for two or three -weeks, long 
enough to derive any benefit there is In this treat- 
ment. ' 


For the older child, the confirmed thumb-sucker 


no such device is likely to avail. Dr. Richardson 
makes a wise suggestion that bears out what 
said—he knows his onions: 


"Perhaps the most hopeful course is to find the 


person who is on the nearest and most confidential 
terms with the youngster and induce him to bid 
his time for a. chummy, heart to heart talk. Such a 
session should be not a "formal, cut and dried 'sit 
down* occasion, but should if possible take place 
during a hike, picnic or other excursion, when the 
child is thoroughly enjoying himself. On such an 
occasion the talk should be led around to the sub- 
ject of habits in general. The youngster may be 
encouraked to speak out his mind with regard to 
what he himself thinks about his own thumb suck- 
ing: and tO'jrive his opinions as to similar habits 
among his friends who have become conspicuous in 
this way."

With the season half over, Gehrig 


not only threatens to lead the • ma- 
jors in home runs this year but has 
more than an outside chance to make 
60 drives for the circuit, which would 
top Ruth's best mark by one. 


Since 
the Babe, 
through 
sheer 


brawn, has worked himself to the ve- 
ry top of his profession, "Home-Run 
King." there have been many other 
pretenders to the thornc. 
Without 


exception, all of them afle'r a sensa- 
tional splurge, have fallen short of 
the mark. 


Xow comes Larruping Lou. Un- 


questionably he is the greatest men- 
ace that has ever threatened Ruth 
and-his home run honors. 
Take it 


from me. the 31 home runs made up 
to July IS of this year is more than 
a mere gesture on the part of Gehrig. 
He definitely arrived. 


Last season Gehrig made only 16 


home runs. Pitchers would pass Ruth 
to work on him. Rival twirlers kept 
putting the 
burden up to 
Gehrig. 


Without a. doubt, the responsibility 
of trying to do the things expected of 
Ruth weighed 
on the 
youngster. 


There was a certain necessary poise 
as well as confidence lacking. 


One year's experience of understu- 


dying Ruth was all that Gehrig need- 


. ed. He now feels that he can hit the 


ball as high, far and handsome as 
Ruth and each day is proving that 
to his own satisfaction as well as to 
the consternation of the visiting pitch- 


I crs. 
^ Gehrig. in his quest for home run 


honors, has set aside tradition to a 
certain extent at least. While of the 
opinion that weight makes for power, 
he last year reached the decision that 
excess weight was a handicap. 


'During the winter months he went 


on a stirct 
diet that removed 18 


pounds of superfluous flesh. Since the 
opening of the season he has religi- 
ously adhered to his training system. 


A reduced waist line has given him 


more freedom in, his swing and, to 
Gebrig's way of thinking, has sup- 
plied just enough added muscle pow- 
er to send over the fence balls that 
formerly just fell short of the goal. 


Like all sluggers, Gehrig grips the

Gehrig, on the other 'hand, takes

ticeably much slower than Ruth's but 
gradually gains momentum, so -that, 
as he reaches the half-way mark, his 
bat is traveling at full speed. Gehrig 
gets his power from the half-way. 
. mark to the-point of contact with the 
' hall, while Ruth swings literally from 


his ears. Perfect timing is more dif- 
ficult with Ruth's style of swinging. 
He hits a trifle under more balls than 
.does Gehrig. which explains why he 
gets so much greater height to balls 
that he hits in the air.

Another striking difference in the 


style of the* two: Gehrijr seldom, if 
ever. \-aries his stance at the plate, 
•while the Babe is constantly shift-

Four Lakes At Madison 


Madison —M5)— Quaint legends ol 


ho \Vinnebago Indians, handed down 
hrough centuries, center about his- 
.oric spots near Madison and 
the 


•"our Lake region. 


Obtained from the Indians whose 


camps and villages were located 
at 


liffcrcnt 
places, 
principally 
about 


Lake Mendota shore up to 1S40 and 
later, the legends extoll the spirit be- 
iefs of the tribe. 


The "Winnebago numbered the Madi- 


son lakes differently from the whites, 
beginning at the north and calling the 
present Fourth Luke, first. The In- 
dian names for the lakes arc long and 
involved but ihe meanings are not so 
intricate. 
Lake 
Mcnuota. to them, 


meant "the lake wh"ro the Indian 
lies." ' 
i 


Lake Mendota meant "tepee lake:" 


Waubesa. "rushes lake" .-.nd Keponsa. 
"hard-maple grove lake." 


Long ago, legend has it. a young 


Winnebago who had fasted Ions, was 
blessed with a vision of a spirit maid- 
en who dwelt in a large lake. With 
a friend he set out on tho fulfillment 
of his dream. Coming upon a great 
catfish in the hollow of a tiee. the fish 
Is killed and the dreaming Indian eats 
it, later being changed into a catfi&h. 
Leaping from one lake to another un- 
til he finally reached what is now 
Lake Mendota, the Indian "found his 
Indian maiden and 
there he re 


mained." 


Many other legends have been com- 


piled by Charles E. Brown of the 
State Historical Museum, and distri 
buted among the summer session stu 
dents at the University of Wisconsin. 


"Water spirits live in the deep wa 


ter off the shore of Governor's Island." 
a printed account of the legends reads. 


"Only a few old men have ever 


seen them: These long tailed water 


monsters were feared by the local red- 
men. When they arc angry they cause 
the waters to become very rough and 
it such times they overturn the In- 
dian canoes and people are drowned. 
\t night they crawl out on the bank. 
They are regarded as "bad" spirits 
and were frequently at. war with the 
powerful Thundcrbirds. Tobacco of- 
'crings were formerly made on 
the 


waters of the lake to retain their good 
will. 
When Earthmakcr created the 


earth ho put four water spirits under 
t to keep it from turning. Then he 
scattered stones over its surface and 
tho earth became quiet. 
The large 


panther 
effigy (with a long curved 


ail) i on the State Hospital lawn is 
said to represent one of these water 
spirits. The bird mounds located there 
are probably effigies of Thunderblrds. 


"Fox Bluff, on the north shore of 


Lake Mendota. was the place where 
the Thunderblrds sometimes roosted. 
Old Indians claim to have seen these 
liuge bird deities roosting here 
in 


early days. Their nests are said to 
bo on the tops of mountains in 
the 


far North. 
When the weather is 


stormy, one or a number of Thund- 
erers can be seen flying high up in 
the s>ky. Lightning is caused by the 
flashing of their eyes and peals of 
thunder by the flapping of their wings. 
When their wings strike the clouds 
it rains. When they are angry they 
drop their eggs on wigwams and vil- 
lages and then people are killed. They 
set lire to forests and shatter the 
rocks. They sometimes carry away 
people who are never heard of again. 
The Indians regard the^Thunderbird 
as a very powerful deity. He is the 
ancestor of the most important Winne- 
bago clan. The Thunderers made the 
first fire^with their fire-sticks. They 
thus gave fire to the Indian.

They believed that this highest 
hill on the shore of Lake Mendota was 
inhabited by a spirit horse. It could 
bo heard neighing and stamping Its 
feet at times. On cloudy or misty days 
its form could sometimes be seen on 
top of the hill. Being a sacred place 
some of the Indians went to this hill 
to fast and dream and to gain inspira- 
tion and power from this spirit horse. 


"At Blackhawk on the shore of Lake 


Mendota is a cave in which the Sauk 
Chief Black Hawk is claimed to nave 
hid during his retreat to the Wiscon- 
sin River, in July. 1832. There Is no 
foundations for this legend. 
Black 


Hawk was retreating too rapidly be- 
fore the pursuing U. S. troops 
and 


militia to have an opportunity to hide 
in any cave."
